But we doubt whether the 
last words of any great man were more 
pathetic than those of the dying school- 
master, who exclaimed with his last breath: 
It grows dark, boys, you may go home.“ 
In spite of all doubts, tears, and fears of 
the future, how consoling is that beautiful 
passage that once fell from the pen of 
George D. Prentice, one of the most gifted 
writers that ever added luster to American 
journalism! He said; It cannot be that 
earth is man's only abiding place.
